A long series or Sis phen tests, in 
which cars of almost every make and 
description ‘were. used, brought the 
Utiited “States General Land Offite 
face to face with facts that left room 
for only one decision.

And as the preg- 
ent motor equipment ceases to give 
satisfactory service, it is being sup-
